DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed March 23, 2009 was received. Claims 1 and 18 were 
amended. Claims 1-16 and 18-19 are currendy pending examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Tide 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 1 7 and 20 are cancelled. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claims 1-7, 11-13, and 18-19 as being 
unpatentable over Hara et al. in view of Savage, Claims 8-10 as being unpatentable over Hara 
et al. in view of Savage and Minh, Claim 14 as being unpatentable over Hara et al. in view of 
Savage and Khandkar et al., Claim 15 as being unpatentable over Hara et al. in view of 
Savage, Minh, and Khandkar et al., and Claim 16 as being unpatentable over Hara et al. in 
view of Savage and Barnett et al. are withdrawn because independent Claim 1 was amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-16 and 18-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art of record including Akikusa et al. (US 2003/0134174 Al) 
and Komada et al. (US 7,517,605 B2) do not teach the separator layers and collector layers 
having the blowout ports on the collector layers as defined in independent Claim 1 .
